The lid to monitoring well no. 2 is broken allowing access to sampling port.

AREAS OF CONCERN: .
The drain under the access road is partially blocked by excess vegetation.

There is a small crack in the cover along the dirt access road southeast of the parking lot.

Areas recently graded in the locations identifed by the LEA as ponding areas 1 and 2 were unvegetated. It is
unclear if the City of San Diego had completed grading activities because the grade appeared to be too flat to
prevent ponding. The San Diego Water Board will be inspecting the site during an upcoming rain event to
evaluate drainage in these areas.

Green waste was being composted/stockpiled on-site, southwest of the baseball field. Substantial odors were
detected in the vicinity of the waste. The inspector did not identify any BMPs that were being implemented for
managment of the green waste.
